Budget brouhaha 

Students protest proposed school cuts at legislature

Students wore dirty looks 
and shouted their opposi¬ 
tion on the steps of the 
Alberta legislature yester¬ 
day, fearing proposed 
budget cuts will lead to 
no more pencils and no 
more books. 

“We’re here because of 
the $80 million that’s been 
cut from education this 
year alone and the $300 
million they’re proposing 
to cut next year,” said 
Vanessa Moerilce, presi¬ 
dent of the University of 
Alberta’s Education Stu¬ 
dents’ Association. “This is 
going to affect everyone 


provincewide.” 

After kick-starting the 
rally with a speech, Mo- 
erike headed inside the leg¬ 
islature to meet with the 
minister of education, 
Dave Hancock. 

The minister wasn’t talk¬ 
ing numbers, but he did 
say it was time to work to¬ 
gether to come up with a 
solution that will keep Al¬ 
berta teachers in the class¬ 
rooms. 

“One of the challenges 
that we have is increased 
pension obligations and 
salary costs. Unless we do 
something differently, 
that’s going to translate to 
less people. That’s not 
something that anyone 
wants to see happen, so we

have to work together to 
make sure we find an alter¬ 
native,” Hancock said. 

After her meeting with 
the minister, Moerike was 
left just as frustrated. 

“I expected him to 
dance around the issue 
and he did that very well,” 


she said. 

Moerike has set up an op¬ 
portunity for more dia¬ 
logue with the minister in 
January, but she isn't opti¬ 
mistic about the meeting. 

“It’s not going to help,” 
she said. “The cuts will al¬ 
ready be through so if we 
can’t discuss numbers now, 
when can we discuss 
them?” 

Alberta NDP Leader Brian 
Mason had one suggestion 
for Moerike and her group 
of fellow protestors: 

“Come back to the legis¬ 
lature,” he said. “Come 
back here and bring 10,000 
of your friends and we’ll 
make change, real change.”

On the eve of Transgender 
Day of Remembrance, Ed¬ 
monton’s queer arts festi¬ 
val is bringing attention to 
the plight of transpeople. 

An event discussing 
body image and queer- 
identified people coincides 
with the day, which recog¬ 


nizes transpeople who 
have been killed in preju¬ 
dice-motivated hate 

crimes. As part of the 
week-long Exposure Festi¬ 
val, a discussion dubbed 
“Our Queer Bodies” will be 
held tomorrow at 5 p.m. at 
the University of Alberta. 

Noting that Edmonton is 
a hub for transsexuals, Ex¬ 
posure’s programming 
chair, Todd Janes, hopes to 


educate the community 
about trans issues. 

“Edmonton is a tolerant 
city, I think,” Janes says. 
“Often Edmonton is the oa¬ 
sis in the desert of Alberta. 
But I think when people 


know more and under¬ 
stand more, they are much 
more accepting. I think, in 
the end, it makes it less of 
a struggle for people that 
identify as transgendered.” 

However, after funding 


for gender reassignment 
surgery in Alberta was cut 
in the spring, the future 
for transpeople appears es¬ 
pecially bleak. 

“Whether it is funded or 
not, (transpeople) will al¬ 
ways exist,” said Jan Buter¬ 
man, a local trans activist. 

“There are always more 
people diagnosed with it, 
as many as there were be¬ 
fore. Now the difference is 


that a trans-identified per¬ 
son has no hope in hell of 
getting things like their 
documentation changed.” 

Transpeople in Alberta 
can only be legally identi¬ 
fied by their new gender 
after receiving gender reas¬ 
signment surgery. At a cost 
of $180,000, the surgeries 
cause a backlog of patients 
who can’t afford the proce¬ 
dure, Buterman said.

Privacy czar slams 
Fintrac, no-fly list 


The national agency that 
fights money laundering 
is collecting too much in¬ 
formation about personal 
financial dealings, Can¬ 
ada’s privacy watchdog 
says. 

In her annual report, Pri¬ 
vacy Commissioner Jen¬ 
nifer Stoddart also finds 
shortcomings with Trans¬ 
port Canada’s no-fly list — 
a controversial initiative 
she has expressed reserva¬ 
tions about for years. 

Stoddart says the govern¬ 
ment’s drive to secure pub¬ 
lic safety since the 9-11 ter¬ 
rorist attacks “has led to a 
seemingly insatiable ap¬ 
petite” for personal details. 

“The unprecedented 
scope of government data 


collection that we are wit¬ 
nessing today heightens 
the risk of misuses and 
unauthorized disclosure,” 
says the re¬ 
port tabled 
yesterday 
in Parlia¬ 
ment. 

“The con¬ 
sequences 
for individ¬ 
uals can be 
grave.” 

Stoddart 
says the lit- 
tle-lcnown Financial Trans¬ 
actions and Reports Analy¬ 
sis Centre of Canada must 
scale back its data gather¬ 
ing. 

The centre, known as 
Fintrac, zeros in on cash 


linked to money launder¬ 
ing, terrorism and other 
crimes by sifting through 
information from banks, 
insurance companies, se¬ 
curities dealers, money 
service businesses, real es¬ 
tate brokers, casinos and 
others. “While the centre 
has put in place elements 
of checks and controls, 
there are gaps that need to 
be addressed,” Stoddart's 
report says. 

Stoddart also found that, 
although suspicious trans¬ 
action reports are re¬ 
viewed and prioritized, 
they are not assessed for 
reasonable suspicion of 
money laundering or ter¬ 
rorist financing.

Terrorist threats and civil¬ 
ian nuclear commerce per¬ 
formed a delicate dance 
yesterday as the prime 
ministers of Canada and 
India pledged mutual co¬ 
operation on a pair of hot- 
button issues that could 
bedevil a renewed Indo- 
Canadian relationship. 

Stephen Harper, near 
the end of his first visit to 
the South Asian giant 
since assuming office four 
years ago, sat down with 
Manmohan Singh to face a 
two-question news confer¬ 
ence that managed to link 
two seemingly disparate 
issues. 

The meeting came as In¬ 
dia was putting its nuclear 
facilities on alert due to in¬ 
telligence linked to a Palc- 
istani-Canadian being held 
on terrorism charges in 
the United States. 

So while Indian news 
media asked Harper, in ef¬ 
fect, about the troubling 
case of Tahawwur Hussain 
Rana, Canadians were 
questioning how the case 
impacts on a looming re¬ 
newal of civilian nuclear 


trade with a country that 
holds an atomic arsenal. 

India, which has never 
signed the Nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty, used 
Canadian nuclear know¬ 
how to secretly build and 
test its first nuclear bomb 
in 1974, which soured re¬ 
lations for nearly two 
decades. 


“Notwithstanding the 
challenges that face this 
country in the neighbour¬ 
hood in which it lives, this 
is a stable and reliable 
friend of our country and 
we have no reservations 
pursuing this kind of (civil¬ 
ian nuclear) agreement.”

guess it’s time to admit it: 
Stephen Harper has got 
his groove. 

It’s not easy to admit 
when you’ve always 
thought the PM was the 
Canadian equivalent of the 
Dark Lord, surrounding 


himself with a cabal of fun¬ 
damentalist Christian Ores 
who think the world is 
10,000 years old and the lit¬ 
tle woman belongs in the 
kitchen, barefoot and de¬ 
nied birth control. 

But even I have to admit 
that the PM is at the wheel 
in the fast lane and de¬ 
serves to be there. It all 
started last month with a 
Little Help From His 
Friends, when Harper un¬ 
characteristically crooned 
the Beatle tune at the piano 
and solidified his political 
fortunes. 


And this week, he took 
the stage in Bollywood, of 
all places, looking like 
Stephen the Stud with his 
backup stable of dancers. 

All of a sudden, this Re¬ 
form Party wonk seems to 
own the stage, even display¬ 
ing a dash of panache, 
while Opposition Leader 
Michael Ignatieff, the Pierre 
Trudeau of the 21st century, 
comes off looking like that 
other Stephane. 

It’s not all Harper, of 
course. Iggy made a bad 
trade, giving up reflection 
and discernment for equiv¬ 


ocation and poll-watching. 
He made the great mistake 
of trying to live up to his ex¬ 
pectations right out of the 
gate by threatening the PM 
with a great thrashing, and 
then, exposed as a poseur, 
left the room in haste, pink 
cheeks and all. 

The PM’s recent song-and- 
dance routine is just the lat¬ 
est from the man with the 
plan.

S o the season isn’t go¬ 
ing along veiy swim¬ 
mingly for the Oil¬ 
ers so far, but that’s 
not exactly news, is 
it? Edmonton has lost four 
straight and seven of the 
past eight. Were it not for 
the incompetence of the ri¬ 
val Minnesota Wild, the Oil¬ 
ers would be sitting square 
in the basement of the 
Northwest Division. 

Even though Edmonton 


has been stung by injuries 
early on, it’s terrible to pin 
blame on something other 
teams (Pittsburgh, Detroit, 
New Jersey) have risen 
above. But what can be said 
is that, injuries or not, this 
team’s leadership needs to 
step to the fore. 

Players such as captain

In all the 
practices the Oilers had 
while Garon was wearing 
the copper and blue, no 
one thought to mentally 
jog down what his tenden¬ 
cies were in the shootout 
drill? In a recent Toronto- 
Montreal shootout, the 
Habs’ Brian Gionta and 
Mike Cammalleri had Leafs 
goalie Vesa Toslcala dead to 
rights on two straight goals 
— and neither had ever 
been a teammate of the 


Finnish netminder. 

While the Blue Jackets’ 
loss may have just been bad 
luck, it’s also a point in the 
standings Edmonton grave¬ 
ly needed and symptomatic 
of a team that on many 
nights has looked like it 
doesn’t care about winning. 

This latest edition of the 
Oilers features an intrigu¬ 
ing mix of youth and vet¬ 
eran presence, grit and 
skill. With most of its core 
now healthy, there are no 
more excuses for the re¬ 
sults that have been 
turned in so far. Wins are 
needed, and fast.

Over the next few weeks 
Metro's Workology section 
will be shining a light on 
some of the jobs that pop 
up around the holiday sea¬ 
son and disappear just as 
quickly afterwards. Check 
back every Wednesday. 
We tend to think of season¬ 
al workers as following the 
rhythms of land and sea, 
fishing and farming as ani¬ 
mals and crops reach an 
abundance, but for many 
workers the season they 
follow is signalled by the 
ringing of cash-register 
bells during the holiday 
season. 

Across Canada, a vast 


workforce of shopping-mall 
Santas, office party caterers, 
Christmas tree retailers, 
outdoor decorators and 
fundraisers for charitable 
organizations is assembled 
to produce, ship and sell 
goods for the king of holi¬ 
days, in a holiday season 
that stretches for months. 

Jim MacGregor, director 
of associate relations for 
Sears Canada, is one of 
many in the retail industry 
gearing up for the annual 
recruitment drive. In At¬ 
lantic Canada alone, the 
company is hiring about 
200 extra staff to deal with 
the holiday rush. 

“We do a lot of seasonal 
hiring,” he says. “This 
time of year, it’s more 
in the stores — any¬ 
thing that would 
help a customer.” 

While some of 
the seasonal hires 
are hoping to move 
on to full-time em¬ 
ployment, a lot are 
university students 
or parents who 
don’t usually work 
looking to earn a lit¬ 
tle extra money to 


buy holiday gifts and cover 
the end-of-year bills. 

It works well for Sears: 
Many of the extra workers 
are regular Sears shoppers. 

“It really represents our 
customers,” MacGregor 
agrees. “If they’re coming 
just for seasonal, then typi¬ 
cally that’s what it is: 
They’re looking for extra 
spending money.”

the summer. Grace Rivers is 
the corporate relations di¬ 
rector at the Canada-wide 
recruitment agency Adecco 
Employment Services. 
While retail outlets hire 
their own seasonal staff in 
the late fall, her firm works 
overtime for the summer 
holiday boom. 

The “light industrial” ar¬ 
eas of manufacturing and 
distribution for companies 
like Sears, Hudson Bay and 
Canadian Tire create and 
ship items over the summer 
so that everything is in 
place come the holiday sea¬ 
son, Rivers explains. That 
creates a seasonal spike in 
demand for warehouse 
jobs. 

“(Companies) know they 
have to ramp up their work 
force at a certain time. 
They know their sales are 
going to increase over 
Christmas, but they 
planned for that last April.” 


By the end of the year, many 
office workers are burnt out, 
that’s where office party cater¬ 
ers come in, just one of the 
many forms of seasonal — 
holiday — employment.

These folks have been 
bragging in the schoolyard 
how hydrogen-based fuel 
cells, or electricity from 
the grid, or some proton 
accelerator device used in 
combination with goat 
dung, are soon going to 
put the gasoline-fueled in¬ 
ternal-combustion (IC) en¬ 
gine in its place. 

Well that may happen, 
but it’s not happening as 
quickly as their cheerlead¬ 
ers might have surmised. 
Some delay is due to the

fact that these new tech¬ 
nologies can’t seem to get 
their act together, particu¬ 
larly when it comes to in¬ 
frastructure. 

Another factor holding 
up the revolution is that 
the IC engine is fighting 
back with a vengeance. Its 
kicks are finding shins and 
soft places. 

There’s also a deadline 
looming to keep the IC 
troops in fighting trim; 
U.S. legislation calls for a 
corporate fleet average of 
35 mpg by 2016. The un¬ 
certainty in the alternative 
stuff means the IC engine 
needs to be very much in 
play in 2016, and that they 
need to be much better 
than they are now. 

Here are some of the 
new ways automakers are 
using to make the IC en¬ 
gine more efficient: 

More Electric Components: A 

lot of pumps and things 
that previously were driv¬ 
en off the engine via belts 
are now going electric. 
Electric steering is almost 
across the board now, and 
this season, we're seeing a 


few vehicles with electric 
water pumps. (The IC mo¬ 
tor in the Toyota Prius, for 
example, has absolutely no 
drive belts.) 

Decoupling on components: 

When not called up, some 
air-con compressors basi¬ 
cally de-couple themselves 
from the engine. The new 
BMW 550i Gran Turismo 
now features an alternator 
that de-couples (via a 


clutch), and is only con¬ 
nected and working when 
the vehicles is decelerating 
or braking. In this way it 
produces electricity with¬ 
out drawing virtually any 
power from the engine. 
Regenerative braking: To 
make sure there is enough 
electricity to keep every¬ 
thing powered, the BMW 
550i Gran Turismo is the 
first “non-hybrid” North 


American vehicle to fea¬ 
ture regenerative braking 
(a system that converts the 
potential energy of the 
moving vehicle into elec¬ 
trical juice.) 

Auto stop-start: Another hy¬ 
brid feature that will soon 
migrate to non-hybrid ve¬ 
hicles is auto stop-start, 
which shuts your engine 
down as soon as the vehi¬ 
cle stops, and starts it up 


back 

again, as soon as you get 
back on the gas. It’s avail¬ 
able now on some non-hy¬ 
brid European models, like 
the diesel BMW 1 Series. 
Fuel shut off: Of course 
there is continuing devel¬ 
opment of powertrain sys¬ 
tems, like turbo charging, 
direct injection, variable 
valve trains, engine com¬ 
puterization, etc. Some au¬ 
tomakers, such as Ford, 
have programmed their 
computers to completely 
shut off fuel to the cylin¬ 
ders, when the vehicle is 
coasting. 

Keeping the driver informed: 

We’ll see more gauges and 
displays to prompt and/or 
help the driver operate the 
car, and its IC engine, in a 
more efficient manner. 

The rumour that a cer¬ 
tain automaker is thinking 
of using a retractable elec¬ 
tric cattle prod to discour¬ 
age “fuel-ish” driving be¬ 
haviour is only exactly that 
at this point — just a ru¬ 
mour.

A lightweight car acceler¬ 
ates faster, handles better, 
and uses less fuel — the 
reason Audi has dedicated 
its Aluminum and 
Lightweight Design Center 
in Germany to tackling the 
problem. 

It isn’t the only au¬ 
tomaker working on light¬ 
weight technology, but it’s 
a leader in the field. Its alu¬ 
minum Audi Space Frame 
construction, currently 
found in the A8, R8 and TT 
models, has been an essen¬ 
tial tool for 15 years. Last 
year alone, the company 
applied for 38 lightweight 
patent designs. 

“In 1982, lightweight de¬ 
sign became part of our phi¬ 
losophy,” says Heinrich 
Timm, head of the Design 
Center. 

“We are facing global 
trends, such as fuel prices, 
transportation and infra¬ 
structure. The compo¬ 
nents of electric and hy¬ 
brid vehicles are heavy, 
and will require light¬ 
weight technologies to bal¬ 
ance them.” 

Building a lighter car isn’t 
as simple as just making a 
steel part out of aluminum. 
Audi must consider how to 
shape and fasten the mate¬ 
rial, if it can be reliably 
sourced and volume-built, 
and if it lends itself to as¬ 
sembly-line production. Re¬ 
ducing weight on one part 
of the car requires balanc¬ 
ing it elsewhere.

COMMON ISSUES: Looking 
at a TDI model? Be sure the 
idle is relatively smooth 
and free of missing, which 
could indicate a compres¬ 
sion problem or potential 
engine damage. 

Be sure the 1.8 litre turbo 
engine, if equipped, idles 
and pulls smoothly, too. 
These engines were known 
for frustrating failures of 
the electric coil packs that 
fire the spark plugs. If the 
engine ‘misses’, that’s 
likely what’s going 
^ on. 

Also, be sure 
the timing belt 
on the turbo en¬ 
gine is within its 
service life and that 
oil changes were car¬ 
ried out within pre¬ 
scribed limits. Suffice to say 
a poorly-maintained 1.8T 
engine is not a desirable 
thing to own. 

Get under the car and 
check for any signs of leaks, 
especially coolant. This 
could indicate a water- 
pump that’s readying to fail. 

THE VERDICT: The used 
New Beetle comes stan¬ 
dard with a great sense of 
community and great driv¬ 
ing dynamics. It’s also a 
great candidate for a thor¬ 
ough pre-purchase me¬ 
chanical inspection and ex¬ 
tended warranty opt-in.

With their characters 
entangled in such a deep,

“I completely under¬ 
stand why they want us to 
be together and all of 
that,” says Stewart, refer¬ 
encing the endless tabloid 
stories about their sup¬ 
posed real-life romance.

For Pattinson, it’s much 
easier to keep from blur¬ 
ring the lines between 
work and real life.

Smoked Trout 
and Watercress 
Open Sandwich 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 small-sized eggs 
1 3/4 oz (50 g) watercress 
4 tbsp (60 mL) mayonnaise 
1 tbsp (15 mL) lemon juice 
8 thick slices rye bread 
3 skinless smoked trout 
fillets, about 2 2/3 oz (75 g) 
each, flaked 

METHOD: 

1. Simmer eggs in boiling 
water 11/2-2 minutes, de¬ 
pending on whether you 
prefer them slightly soft 
or medium boiled. Plunge 
into cold water and leave 
to cool. 

2. While eggs are cooking, 
set aside a few watercress 
sprigs for garnishing, then 
roughly chop rest, discard¬ 
ing any very thick stems. 


Mix chopped watercress, 
mayonnaise and lemon 
juice together. 

3. Spread watercress mix¬ 
ture evenly over one side 
of each slice of rye bread, 
then top with flakes of 
smoked trout. Carefully 
peel shells off eggs, then 
cut each in half and 
arrange two egg halves on 
top of each open 
sandwich.
